Ins and Outs 


By HERBERT PLI MMER 
Washington—One* argument fre­ 
quently raised on the floor of the 
house prior to passage of the Bank­ 
head compulsory cotton control bill 
was that* this legislation would take 
away the world market for cotton 
from the south and give it to for­ 
eign competitors. 
The effect of the so-called Steph­ 
enson plan upon the rubber pro­ 
ducers of the British empire was 
cited as what might happen to this 
country. 
“Economic 
destruction 
greater 
than that experienced during the 
reconstruction period following the 
civil war is about to be heaped on 
the southland," cried a representa­ 
tive from the midwest. 
Cotton experts of the A. A. A. 
and the department of agriculture 
are keeping close watch on whether 
foreign 
cotton 
producers 
change 
their production plans in response 
to the American 
policy. 
Already 
Egypt has been 
subjected 
to 
a 
study. A similar investigation now 
is under way in Brazil. 
• • • 
Situation M ay Change 
Thus far, it is generally agreed 
that this country’s position in the 
world’s cotton trade is not in dan­ 
ger. 
The acreage reduction pro­ 
gram is being urged because stocks 
of American cotton, to a greater 
extent than stocks in foreign coun­ 
tries, are enormously in excess of 
demand. 
American acreage reduction last 
year (principally in ploughing un­ 
der) did improve the supply situa­ 
tion materially. The carry-over of 
American cotton at the close of the 
season, however, still 
was 
above 
normal. 
Cotton economists say that 
as 
long as the United States has heavy 
cotton stocks to sell abroad, it has 
full justification for a systematic 
effort to bring supply and demand 
into 
balance. 
At the same time 
they recognize 
that a 
program 
based on the existence of a surplus 
may not suit the situation that will 
exist after the surplus disappears 
or is materially decreased. 
They say It is possible, therefore, 
that with the transition from the 
emergency to a long-time program 
a new policy, adjusted to the neces­ 
sity of retaining predominance in 
the world’s cotton trade, will be 
forthcoming. 
• • • 
For An Emergency 
It has been demonstrated con­ 
clusively, moreover, that no area in 
the world is so well adapted to 
cotton production as the southern 
states. Foreign countries encounter 
the difficulties of climate, soil, la­ 
bor or transportation, i 
The Bankhead measure 
admit­ 
tedly is emergency legislation. Its 
life would be for two 
years, but 
could be extended a third year by 
presidential proclamation. 
Production in 
the 
second 
and 
third years would be fixed by the 
secretary 
of agriculture, provided 
two-thirds of the growers approved 
continuation of the law. 
The president has the authority 
to suspend it at any time. 
• • * 
Washington — Members of the 
house are having worries of their 
own these days—personal worries— 
quite apart from those arising from 
trying 
to figure out 
how 
they 
should vole on certain legislation. 
The present congress is the first 


[ to sit since the Norris anti-lame 
duck amendment became a part of 
the constitution. Wnen the present 
session ends, unless President Roo 
sevelt finds it necessary to call an­ 
other special session, the 73rd con­ 
gress passes into history. 
And therein lies the rub. 
Heretofore, members of the house 
left Washington around this time 
of the year in a more or less happy 
frame of mind. W hatever happen­ 
ed to them in 
the 
congressional 
elections they were sure of return­ 
ing to Washington- at the govern­ 
ment’s expense to sit three months 
or so in the short session. 
• 
* 
• 
Must Pay Own Way Now 
This was rather 
pleasing 
and 
convenient. It gave those who were 
defeated for another term opportu­ 
nity to come back to their offices 
at the capitol, wind up their per­ 
sonal and business affairs and en­ 
joy another social season in Wash­ 
ington. 
It was rather nice, too, for them 
to be able to sit around in 
the 
cloakrooms, 
hear 
expressions 
of 
sympathy from their more fortu­ 
nate colleagues and fight the cam­ 
paign over again with understand­ 
ing friends, 
If these gentlemen 
came 
back 
this time they’ll pay their own ex­ 
penses both ways. 
From the mo­ 
ment of their defeat no longer will 
they be able to call on Uncle Sam 
for money for such things.

A Dilemma 
If they clean out their files and 
leave their offices in ship-shape be­ 
fore leaving Washington at the end 
of the season, it’s a sort of public 
admission they expect the 
worst. 
On the other hand, if they don’t, 
they’ll either have to pay railroad 
fare to come back or else let the 
whole thing go. 
•Tt’ll cost me $100 to come back 
here if I’m defeated,” one congress­ 
man confided the other day, “and 
I can’t afford it. 
If I am licked 
I shall turn my keys over to the 
man who beat me and let him do 
as he pleases." 
With estimates running as high
